Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative initiated a telephonic interview with the 
Examiner of record to discuss claim language to over come the prior art of record. The language discuss was to 
directed to limiting the oriented strand board to a single layer. The Examiner felt that the language proposed by 
Applicant's representative did not exclusively convey this idea. However, did agree that if adequate language directed 
to the board being a single layer was added to claim 1 it would probably over come the prior art of record.
